An office is annually rented for the safe keeping of the records. 

The Clerk of the Crown has various and responsible duties to perform, at- 
tended with heavy expense, not merely with reference to the criminal branch 
of bls office > but a,so wlth reference to what may be termed his duties in his 
civil capacity. 

In the latter branch he has to attend in court, and receive the several 
presentments passed by the grand jury, and to enter the fiat of the judge on 
each of such presentments respectively ; to make out for and deliver to the 
treasurer of the county an accurate copy of all such fiated presentments; to 
make out for every succeeding grand jury two query books, consisting not only 
of all such fiated presentments, but of all former respited queries ; to lay one 
of such query books before the grand jury, and to attend them and the court in 
the passing of the several accouuting affidavits, and enter the fiats of the iud°e 
upon each query, and to deliver to the treasurer a duplicate of such query 
book, with the order of the court, made upon eacb of such queries, duly attested, 
m order that all persons entitled to receive the public money may be paid the 
same; for this duty, the salary referred to is intended to remunerate him. 

With respect to the former part of his duty, namely, the criminal depart- 
ment, the Clerk of the Crown has to attend with a sufficient number of com- 
petent persons, to assist him at the assizes towu during the whole of the 
assizes; to keep an office open for the public during such period; to receive and 
collect from the magistrates all informations returnable to such assizes 
respectively ; to prepare all indictments thereon, to engross such indictments 
on parchment ; to make the necessary entries therefrom in a Crown book, for 
the acting officer in court, and in a duplicate thereof for the judges ; to swear 
in the respective grand juries ; to lay before them such indictments; to swear 
the respective witnesses in court, and bring them before the grand jury ; to 
arraign the several persons indicted ; to enter and record their pleas ; to join 
issue on the part of the Crown ; to swear the petit juries ; to attend the several 
trials from the sitting of the court to the rising thereof; to swear the witnesses 
produced on the trials ; to examine (when the court directs) the several wit- 
nesses on the trials; to prepare the issues for the petit juries; to receive and

IN obedience to your letter, dated the 25th March 1822, requiring me to furnish you, 
in duplicate, pursuant to an order of the House of Commons, dated the 14th of that month, 
with an account of the emoluments of the Clerks of the Crown and Clerks of the Peace, in Ireland, 
during each of the last seven years, distinguishing the several classes of service from which 
such emoluments have accrued, and the fees charged on each service, so far as relates to my 
office; I have the honour to state, that I was appointed to the office of Clerk of the Peace of the 
county of Roscommon so very lately as the 1st of March 1822, by the Right Honourable 
Lord Viscount Lorton, the custos rotulorum of said county, and I regret that I am obliged to add, 
there is not any authentic source of information within my power or procurement, from which 
I could make.the return required by said order. 

The presentments of the grand jury of this county to the Clerk of the Peace, under several Acts 
of Parliament, amounted, for the year 1821, to the sum of six hundred and eighty-six pounds 
six shillings and eight-pence; but I am not able to state the amount of the presentments for the 
preceding years.

The fees upon the crown and civil business (exclusive of said presentments) must be very 
considerable in this county, as its population consists of 208,000 persons, and as the quantity of 
business tried at the several sessions thereof is very great ; but I cannot ascertain from my books 
or records, nor from any other source of information in my power, or which I could procure, what 
the amount of such fees is, nor distinguish the several classes of cases and the fees charged upon 
each, as required by said order. 

I beg leave to state, that, from the best information I have as yet acquired on the subject, 
it appears to me, that a large proportion of the duties of my office are discharged without any 
emolument arising therefrom, and that the expense attending the various and heavy duties of my 
office is very considerable, such duties not only requiring my own personal attendance, but 
the attendance of two efficient respectable clerks at yearly salaries, besides occasional clerks.
